There has been a good deal of 


talk lately about a probable or pos- 
sible defence for Gmteau, and opin- 
ions have been uttered to the effect, 
that, supposing President Gtarfield 
should die, a defence could be intro- 
duced that he died of malpractice.and 
not of the wound. In this connec- 
tion it is well to examine the authori- 
ties, which seems to be as follows: 
Sir Mathew Hale declared that, "if a 
man gave another a stroke which it 
may be was not in itsslf so mortal 
but that with good care he might have 
been cured, yet he die of this wound 
within a year and aday it is murder," 
and so, he added, "it has always been 
ruled." In the well known English 
case of the Queen versus Holland, 
the twelve judges, relying on Hale, 
agreed that if a defendant wilfulta 
and without justifiable cause, inflic^ 
ed a wound which was ultimately the 
cause of death, it made no difference 
whether the wound was in its nature 
instantly mortal or whether it became 
the cause of death by reason of the 
wounded man's not having had the 
best mode of treatment. In a cele- 
brated Boston case, to wit: that of 
Hackett, who was on the eve of the 
civil war defended by General But- 
ler, the judges, among whom were 
Pliny HernckjEbenezer E. Hoar.and 
Chief Justice Bigelow, adopted the 
same principle, and commenting up- 
on it said that a different doctrine 
would tend to give immunity to crime 
and to take away from human life a 
salutary and essential safeguard, for

highest crime might escape convic- 
tion and punishment. 


The latest authority, however, is in 


the case of Costley, who in 1875, near 
Boston, murdered Miss Hawk in or- 
der that he might marry Miss Gush- 
ing. The judges, among whom were 
Devens, (afterward Attorney Gener- 
al,) Marcus Morton and Chief Jus- 
tice Gray, determined the doctrine 
precisely in accordance with the 
earlier case of Hackett. Even the 
cases which in any wise seem to op- 
pose this doctrine contain qualifica- 
tions which really show that there is 
no conflict. In the case of Parsons 
in Alabama the court said: "If a| 
wound be inflicted not dangerous in 
itself, and the death which ensues 
was caused by the eroneous treat- 
ment of it, the original author will 
not be liable." So in Murphy's case 
in Iowa, it was held: "When a wound 
given in malice but not in its nature 
mortal, but which being neglected, 
or mismanaged the party dies, the 
accused will be held guilty of mur- 
der unless he can make it clearly ap- 
pear that maltreatment of the wound 
or the medicine administered to the 
patient or his own misconduct and 
not the wound was the sole cause of 
death." 


So it can be seen that the law re- 


jects all defences of malpractice; and 
as Guiteau's only other defence is 
that of insanity, there is very little 
chance of the law being foiled of its 
just result, be the outcome what it 
may.
